became part owner when he

purchased hig share of the theatre; and it can
never be ascertained how many such plays

ont badly, 1In this old play the lives of
"“Tear” and “Cordelin” are spared, they are
restored to their thrones, and poetioal justice
in meted ont to all the offenders.

The other old play, John a Gaunt, Hens-
lowe mentions as having been the work of
tbhree different anthors, Haughton, Hatha-
way, and Day. Shak has taken them
both as bis models, with the same ooolness
with which he has appropriated The Taming
of the Shrew, and put them through the
same wonderful transformation.

touches from his pen to keep the theatre
running for a brief season, before they went
into ob#eurity, Many of these have met the
fate of waste paper long ago. Many were
burmed, perhaps in the fire in which perished
#0 wany plays of Heywood, Chapman, and
numberless other writers (what treasures may
have gone toashes there,it makesthe heartsick
to thinkof). A few, in which here and there
the lines glow with the familiar fire which has
msade them immortal, are still found in edi-
tiens of Shakespeare's works, and those of
other poets of his age.

Take the old play of The Taming of the
Shrew, for instance, of which we have an
ancient original, and compare it with Shake-
speare’s own play. The two are exactly alike
in conception, plot, and charncter. We can
hardly tell, taking them scene by soene and
line by line, where they differ, yot the differ-
ence is immeasurable. It is the miracle of
transfusion from glowing life chanuels into
dry and withered veins,

fl has been conjectured that this old play
was wholly or partially the work of Muarlowe;
but I do not find any proof, except that in it
ocears some lines fouud in Marlowe's Flaust,
There is no internal evidence to sapport the
lllﬂpolheaiﬂ. Marlowe is purely a tragic poet.

in attexupts at comedy are weak and forced,
generally coarse, while 7/he Taming of the
#irew, although a comedy of broad fun, is
witly without grossness. Marlowe's verses,
too, are more tlowing and graceful than those
ef the old play. f should think it much
more probable that Robert Greene might
have written the whole of it. In it may be
detected the frequency of foreign allusions,
the singular, somewhat cramped style of ver-
silication, and the same type of characters
which distingunish Greene's plays.

Whether or no this play was first written
by some of the less fortunate group of play-
wrights to which Greene belonged, it is very
likely that among those whioh Shakespeare
had rewrilten and brought out as his own,
there way have been some pieces of his rivals.
With what bitterness then would they behold
#heir own bantlings basking in the suunlight
ef public faver, while they stood unrecoguised
out in the cold! What to themn was the trick

of genius by which the line so dead had been
made tolive 7 To them it was nothing but a
line marred. It is said that Greene was the

very first English poet who ever wrote for
bread. If, in addition to his other miseries,
he was obliged to sell his tragedy or comedy
for the few shillings to pay for his dinner,
and then see it adapted to the stage and
bronght ont as the latest by Will Shakes-
peare, how his pickled herring mnst have
ehoked him, and his Rhenich tasted bitter as
gall, even while he tried to laugh it off in
the brightest corner of the dingy tavern
where Lis revels are held. Peele may have
been a ragged philosopher, indifferent to
fame or fortune if he could gunll somebody
out of asupper er a coat; but Greene and
Marlowe suffered from other causes than
eply cups and empty pockets,

There are one or two mentions of an old
play of [awlet, which was written as early
as 1587, Very likely it had been parformed
before Shakespeare came up to London. Of
all our losses in English literature, I most
regret the loss of this old play. We have
still the story of Hamlet on which both plays
are founded; but to have heen able to follow
the comstruction of Hamlet step by step,
beginning with the story, tracing it throagh
the older play, and secing it in its full sym.-

metry in our own, Hawmlel, seems
to me the richest of lost pleasures,
Malone, 1 believe, bas supposed that

Thomss Kyd was the suthor of this old play
of Hamlet, That cannot now be truly
known, but certainly Shakespeare shows
familiarity with Kyd's plays, especially the
Spanish Tragedy, in which Burbage won his
earlier laurels. In the last-named play oe-
eurs the situation similar to that presented in
Hamlet, of performing a play before the
king, in whieh *"Jeronimo" plots to kill some
of the courtiers who take partin the play,
that he may avenge his eon's murder, The
piece ends with & general slaughter, which
aweeps off as many characters as the last
scene in Hamlet,

The villain in the Spanish Tragedy, too,
always sugeests to me some of the simooth
villmny of “‘lago;” and there are a fow lines
spoken by Isabella in Keyd's play, which recall

It is a noforions
fact that our laws invite people o f all nations
to come to Indiana and rid themselves of
irksome marital bonds. From Russia, France,
England, Germany, the Canadas, and from
every State in the Union, discontented hus-
bands and wives have flocked to Indiana to
procure divorces. As tho law stood for some
years, an applicant for divorce conld file a
petition the day he came to the State, and in
a few weeks bave a decree releasing him
from his marringe vows.

ber husband was in his lonely state-room, A
sharp reprimand from Ler eruel huosband
brought tears to the little woman's eyes, and
for this an Indiana Judge gave her a decree
which released her from the insupportable
tyranny of her liege lord. Another case: —A
lady travelling to Indiana in ecompany with
her second choice in pursnit of divorce
and a second marringe, had testified her
faith in the liberality of onr laws and
in the honor of her futurs husband in a very
unequivocal wanner, The judge in whose
court the cnse was pending had a fit of judi-
cial stubbornness, und under the depressing
influences of an indigestible dinner had de-
nied the application. The poor woman was
in & dilemma, and the plan of escaps by
“swallowing both horns™” had not yet been
promulgated by the Sentinel. She appealed
to ker attorney, who informed her that jus-
tice and divorces conld be dispensed by the
Judicial fiat alove. She left her attorney in
tears. The next morning his Honor ocame
upon the bench and, before the reading of
the minutes, said he had disposed of an
important case the evening previons
in a hasty manner, and that, after con-
sidering the case more fully, he was
sutisfied that the petitioner was en-
titled to a divorce. It was decread ao-
cordingly. The Iady and bher witness
were married in haste and the happy pair left
the city with an exalted opinion of Tudiana
justice. Nearly every court house in ladians
a8 beem the scene of such farces. Our
Legislature attemipted to modify these evils
by an enactment reqniring applicants for
divorces to be bona fide residents of the
State oue year before petitioning for divorece,
This has lessened, though it has not fully met,
the evil. Our laws allow divorces for too
many and too slight eanses. The list of spoci-
fied causes are:—I1. Adultery; 2. [mpotancy;
4, Abandonment; 4. Cruelty; 5. Druokenness;
i, Failure of husband to make reasounable
provision for his family; 7. The conviction
of either party after marrisge of an infa-
mous crime; 8, Any other oause for which
the court shall deew it proper that a divorce
should be granted. This last, we take it, is
‘‘eomipg it strong’”’ for even this tima of {ree
love, free religion, and general social disen-
threlment. Bome legisiation is meedsd to
meke our State less attractive to divorce
hunters. Sowme one has suggested an amend-
meut to our laws which would go far toward
bringing about the desired change. It is
this:—Let the law provide that no Indiana
Court shall decres a divorce for any canse
that has originated beyond the limits of our
We are aware that suech an
enactment would impose hardships in some
cares, but these would be grestly over-
balauced by the good results which would
flow from the chan ge,
